WHAT HISTORY HAS DONLi Wll'll rilT.M

NEW YORIC (rNSJ --A1J the years that I uent 
to art school , studying under male artists and read- 
ing art history books written mostly by men^ I was 
never aware there were any women artists before 
modern times. No one ever mentioned any and it 
didn*c occur tc ir.e to look beyond the hundreds 
of reproduc L LOUS of work by men in the large and 
heavy books I studied to search for the work of my 
sisters in the past. 

Yet once you begin to think about it, isn't 
it rather strange that, with all the artistic tal- 
ent and sensitively we women are traditionally 
credited witli in our stereotypes, there really 
were no Wvomen artsits in ancient, medieval, Renais- 
sance or Baroque times? 

According to a Greek legend, it was a Cor- 
inthian maiden, Dibutade, who made the first paint- 
ing. Knowing tnat her lover was about to leave, she 
took a peice of charcoal from the fire and traced 
his silhouette or rhe wall. Why not? Or take 
the Cave paintings back in prehistoric times. 

Who spent most of clieir time in those dingy 
old caves looking at those dull grey walls through 
the long winters just longing for a touch of color, 
a little brightness and liveliness on the walls? 

It is known that women invented pottery and farming 
--why not painting and sculpture too? 

In medieval and Renaissance times artists and 
craftsmen were organized into guilds and young 
boys were apprenticed to master craftsmen to learn 
the trade. Artists generally traine-i their sons 
in their own profession and just as tailors' sons 
became tailors^ artsits' sons became artists. But 
occasionally an arcist had no sons but only a 
daughter. In that case, often as not, he trained 
her in his profession. 

Until recently, paintings by Mariana Tintor- 
etto, daughter of the great Venetian painter, were 
sold as her father's work. 

Sabina von Steinbach, sculptor-daughter of 
Erv;in von Steinbach, took over his work carving 
the statues for Strasbourg Cathedral w'hen he died 
in the middle of that immense project around 1230 
AD. Lot.s of critjcs think her statues are finer 
and more original fhan his hut I never saw them 
in any art Iiistory classes, never read her name 
in those immense and complete texts. 

In their own period, these women were rec- 
ognized by their brother artists and by the or- 
ganizations that gave out the commissions for 
artistic work. Until after the French Revolution 
artistic work was ordered and paid for in advance. 
Artists did nor create "for themselves” or "for pos- 

terity". Patrons , the church, tlie powerful, or_ ^

tlie government n-cked out the best artists 
ai;J coinrn. 1 1 'si oned them to do a job. If they pick- 
ed a woman arti:-t it was because she was the 
ijLst pe:'bOii fo''- that job. 

Or take one of the most interesting of the 
Renaissance Women, Artemesia Gentileschi -- in 
her rime (rhe earJy 17th century) -- many of 
lier pain-ings concern the beheading of Holo- 
fernes by duditli - a popular biblical theme of 
t'nat time - but one which she did perhaps more 
pass ionat ley and with more feeling than any other 
artist. In her youth, Artemisia was raped by a 
drawing master hired by her father. When her 
father sued for damages, the church officials, 
trying to get at the truth of the matter, tor- 
tured not the drawing master, but Artemisia. 

Closer to our time, in the period of Marie 
Antoinette, just before and during the French 
Revolution there were several famous women painters. 
Two women, Angelica Kauffamn and Mary Moser, were 
among the founding members of the British Royal 
Academy and four french women painters were el- 
ected to membership in the French Academic. In 
those days, elect ion to the Academy was the 
highest honor that painters could aspire to. 

Angelica, the daughter of a Swiss journey- 
man painter, showed her remarkable talent as a 
young child and by the time she was thirteen she 
was painting portraits for the Italian nobility 
and supporting her father. The same is true of 
Madame Vigee-Lebrun. Both of these women were 
recognized as among the top portrait painters of 
the period and ilieir income in both cases was 
sufficient to support husbands , fathers , etc. 

In fact, Angelica (who was second only to 
Rey^nolds as a portraitist during her stay in En- 
gland) was such a fine income producing property 
that a young Swedish adventurer (and bigamist) 
tricked her into a secret marriage with him. 

When she discovered the deception she kicked him 
out, sued him for fraud. Settling out of court 
she had to pay a tremendous sum of money to get 
rid of him for good, her second marriage con- 
tract had written into it clauses that protected 
her property from any attempt by her husband to 
claim it. 

In a very re.ai sense, women artists of ex- 
ceptional talent were freer from psychological 
and institutional pressures before the "democra- 
tization” of society of the French Revolution that 
put down the aristocracy and brouglit the capital- 
ist bougeoisie ^o power. 

The new French academy of Art founded by 
the victorious revolutionists, had as part of it 
by-laws the complete exclusion of women. The^ 
were admitted more freely than ever to the lower 
ranks of artistic workers, but the highest hon= 
ors were now officially closed to them. 

A book on methods of drawing and painting 
by a woman, Elisabeth Boulanger Cave, published 
in 1S50 and directed specifically toward the ar- 
tj-stic education of girls, makes this very clear. 

Drawing and painting are necessary for many 
occupations she states (and very useful to women,

NEW YORK (LNSj-- Migrant diildren spend rela- 
tively little time in classrooms, and loam very 
little while there. During the two years 1 worked 
most closely with migrant families who belong to 
the so-called "eastern stream" I Iiad occasion to 
check on the children's school attendance and found 
that each diild put in, on the average, about a week 
and a half of school, that is, eight days, during 
the month. 

Often the children had colds, stomachaches, 
asthma, skin infections and anemia, and so had to 
stay home "to rest." Often they lacked clothes and 
so had to await their turn to put on shoes and socks 
and pants or dresses that were, in tact, shared by 
perhaps three or four children. 

Often the parents had no real confidence in 
the value of education, at least the kind they knew 
their children would get, in view of the nature of 
migran: life. Nor did the children usually feel that 
what tliey had already learned-- rather a .lot of it 
outside the schools-- ought to be forsaken favor 
of the values and standards and habits encouraged 
within schools 

Mi-grancy makes regular school attendance, even 
xf ver;.' much desired by a particular set of parents 
for their ciiildren, next to impossible One migrant 
farmer described to me the dilemma he mu>t face as 
a parent, a worker, an American citizen. 

"You don't realize how hard ii is, trying to 
make sure your kids get a little learning, juSt a 
little, I don't expect my oldest boy--he's named 
after me-- to go on and finish school The little 
schooling he'll get, it's no good, because he's 
been in and out of so many of them, the schools, and 
he gets confused^ and it's no good 

"You'll go from one state to the next, and some- 
times the school will /'emembe/ Peter, and they'll 
try to pick right up with him, whej'e he left off, 
and give him special teaching, so he doesn't lose 
all his time just finding out what's going on ^ and 
where the other kids are-
